Harvesting Completed 


Harvest has been completed in the 
Vulcan district for another year. A 
backward spring coupled with an un¬ 
usual dr; 


A window display of locally grown 
fruits attracted 


much attention at 
the McLaggan and Manson store last 
week. These fruits were grown on 
the farm of Mr. A. T. Martin a few 
miles south of town and the display 
included Heslip and. Transcendant 
crabapples, two varieties of plums. 
Rocky Mountain and ’ Compass cher¬ 
ries; apples and Black Cap raspber¬ 
ries. In a year lacking in moisture 
during the growing season, such as 


growing season and the 
grasshopper pest brought the yield 
down to the low average of ten bush¬ 
els. Yields as high as 22 bushels on 
small areas were reported and yields 
as low as 4 bushels on stubbled-in 
fields. The first 'grain harvested and 
threshed graded No. 1 with good 
weight, but wet weather lowered tha 
grade as the harvest advanced. Frost 
damage was reported couth of town 
in early July and lowered yield and 
grade in that area. Hail damage was 
practically nil this season, and the 
only reoorts of damage by hail came 
from the Red Cross district. The 
first autumn, snow fell on Sunday or 
last- week and since "hat time there 
has been frost every night. Garden 
vegetables are lieing dug and stored 
for winter use at present. Yields of 
garden produce are light, the dry 
weather and grasshoppers taking toll. 
Many of the later varieties \y»re re¬ 
rains,

When the United Church in its Conferences (national 
and provincial) devotes time to a discussion of economics, 
and social legislation, a storm of criticism rises.

For the past three years religious leaders have seen the 
waste, suffering and frustration of their people. Natur¬ 
ally they have turned to an examination of the causes of 
the .condition. This examination has led to certain con¬ 
clusions, and a very specific stand has been taken during 
the past few months by Conferences in Ottawa, Montreal, 
the Martimes, and all over Canada..

They want a business government, and are indifferent to 
the means by which it might come into being, or what 
party might be sufficiently awake to bring it about But 
the landscape of our neighboring province is being clut¬ 
tered with candidates, some pledged to party machines, 
some on their own, but in such numbers and with such 
conflicting ideas of what to do, tl 
must be completely befuddled.

said to have evolved a 
scheme which, if they had the power, might bring some 
remedy. If they were elected, they would exercise the 
majority authority to send home a great proportion of 
the representatives and place the entire business of gov¬ 
ernment in the hands of about‘ten m€n (choosing from 
outside ranks of elected men, if necessary). These men 
would be of proved business capability and nothing else 
would count. This ambition is typical of youth with con¬ 
tempt for precedent and courage to go forward. But will 
it be squelched under the weight of the old Liberal ma¬ 
chine. It does not emphasize political advantage suffic¬ 
iently. And that is the root of the difficulty in obtaining 
busirass government. Neither party believes in the good 
faithlpf the other, each is seeking his o\yn advantage. It 
is a well established fact that the only excuse for party 
in provincial politics, is to mobilize forces for the Federal 
elections. It is time thaL the provinces freed themselves 
from the 'dominance of the destructive party forces of 
Federal politics, and looked after their own interest, 
which is to have a good business administration represen : 
tative neither of one party nor class. „ 

It has been said that the only Way in which an inde¬ 
pendent government could be secured would be to shoot 
everybody over forty years old. This is drastic but it may 
have to be done. The older generation is so steeped in 
conscious and sub-conscious distrust that the spark of 
prejudice smoulders perpetually. Scrupulously honest in 
their personal lives, they see politics from an entirely dif¬ 
ferent standard of ethics. What should be a clear-cut, di¬ 
rect business issue, becomes a crafty, intricate, dirt throw 
ing game. 

It is this old hangover of political juggling and flap¬ 
doodle, that stands in the way of common sense adminis¬ 
tration, and the electors themselves are to blame in per¬ 
mitting themselves to be victimized. It is not beyond be¬ 
lief that in Alberta for example, seven or eight keen, 
capable men, obligated to no party machine, could con¬ 
duct the whole business of Legislature quite as efficiently 
as the present army. Every M.L.A. is pressed and prey-

of the Doirhnion. Until 1925 there were few chains of 
bakeries in Canada. Since then, there are at least 11 
chains, nine being under the control of four milling com¬ 
panies, while two are operating 13 bakeries all in Ontario. 
It might be expected that chain bakeries would buy from 
the parent milling company, at much less cost than the 
small bakery, but this apparently is not the case. The 
Combines have not been followed by reduced selling costs. 

The inquiry pn milk report, points out that the price 
paid the producer of fluid milk is fixed and controlled by 
the distributor, the farmer receiving no equitable share.of 
the money paid by the consumer. The overlapping of de¬ 
livery and collecting routes is a serious factor. Although 
milk prices to the producer have been reduced to extreme¬ 
ly low level, and industry generally has lapsed*in recesit 
years, salaries and returns to executive and operating of¬ 
ficials and shareholders have been largely maintained. 
Overcapitalization exists (a) by purchasing or absorbing 
other companies at enhanced valuation; (b) by goodwill; 
(c) by splitting shares. Sale and distribution of whole 
milk products is getting into the hands of fewer and larg¬ 
er companies, with no evidence of benefit to producer or 
consumer.” 

When the Church begins to attack such homely prob¬ 
lems as prices of bread and milk and coal and why these 
prices, it is coming very close to the real lives of the peo¬ 
ple whom it seeks to reach.

PLEASURES IN GARDENS 


It is an invigorating experience to visit the Turner Val¬ 
ley oilfields. This is particularly true of the south area 
where all is activity and confidence. This little spot seems 
immunized against the existing doubts and depressions 
outside. Energy and belief in the future are paramount 
qualities. A tremendous sum is being invested in develop 
ment, new workmen are being added to the payrolls, and 
there is everything to indicate that the confidence of in¬ 
vestors and drillers is goiflg to be justified. 

It is impossible to escape the thought that High River 
is most fortunate in being next door to this thriving lit¬ 
tle community. There are not only commercial advantag¬ 
es but there is the added pleasure of getting acquainted. 
Those who drill for oil or explore the hidden wealth of 
the earth, are, as a rule, cosmopolitans. They have an 
outlook and experience, intensely interesting to those of 
us who live and die in more or less parochial surround¬ 
ings. As townspeople, we could do much more than we 
have done or are in the habit of doing, to welcome our 
new neighbors and get to know them. ^ 

The commercial advantages of closer acquaintanceship 
have been impressed so often as to need no repitition. A 
headline in an issue of the Times of four years ago reads 
“Housing Capacity, High River’s Great Problem.” This 
.recalls to mind, the numbers of families, whose heads 
were associated with the oilfields, that settled in High Ri¬ 
ver in 19251md '69, bringing business to the town and ad¬ 
ding to our citizens. 

The experience of four years ago could doubtless Ire 
repeated agaifi, if citizens were awake to their opportuni¬ 
ties. With the new oilfield much nearer than in 1929, 
all that separates us is a comparatively inexpensive piece 
of roadwork, and a real interest on the part of local citi¬ 
zens. What benefits one person in the town benefits 'ail. 
What benefits the town as a whole, benefits every individ¬ 
ual, not only in the town but in the country. 

Out in the South Turner fields, workers are favorably 
disposed to High River. They would enjoy attending soc¬ 
ial functions here and doing their shopping. But natur¬ 
ally they travel the best road, which carries them entirely 
out of this district. 

When the farmers at the Little Bow convention carried 
the resolution favoring an all-weather highway from HlgTT 
River to the oilfields, they not only expressed a need of 
their own, but they gave High River the : r backing and 
encouragement.

Each year when gardens reach their full productiveness

There are fruits being grown by individuals in the district 
which the majority of people know nothing about There 
are plums, crab apples, ever-bearing strawberries, cur¬ 
rants, ground cherries, garden huckleberries, and similar 
fruits. The successful growing of canteloupe has been re¬ 
ported, and pumpkins, squash, tomatoes, cucumber, celery 
and so on, are brought to maturity by a growing number 
of good gardeners. > 

All these enterprising people, have valuable tips and in¬ 
formation which they might {five to other aspiring gard¬ 
eners. The mere assembling and exhibiting of local -gar¬ 
den produce and flowers would be an inspiration and a 
challenge to everyone. It would undoubtedly bring a new 
pride in the adaptability and fertility of this district. 

In the growing of flowers, each year sees advance in 
variety and profusion. Gardens are being planned for an 
all season bloom, and beautiful perennials in shrubs and 
flowers %re being added yearly. 

It is many years since the town held a horticultural ex¬ 
hibit, and’the simple displays of a few years ago, would 
be completely overshadowed by the much more pretentious 
and varied growth of the present. Everyone seems con¬ 
vinced that this district could now put on a wonderful

W ITHIN a few days the Dominion of 
Canada will offer for public subscrip¬ 
tion the 1933 Refunding Loan, the pur¬ 
poses and terms of which will be announced in 
detail by the Minister of Finance on Tuesday, 
October 10. In this national undertaking an 
opportunity will be afforded both for sound 
investment and for public service, and I have no 
doubts as to the readiness with which Canadian 
investors will respond. ! 

I feel, however, that the 1933 Loan marks a 
point in Canadian alfairs to which it is only 
proper that public attention should be drawn as 
a means of extendingjiislifiableeneouragement to 
many thousands of men and women who have en¬ 
dured adversity with such admirable fortitude. 

With due precaution against unwarranted op¬ 
timism I think 1 may say that in Canada we are 
now on the road to recovery. The road may be 
long and progress may be slow, but the events of 
the past six months appear to demonstrate with 
increasing clarity that the downward trend has 
come to a definite stop and (hat an upward Irend 
is now in progress. 

' The evidence of improvement is written in the 
statistical facts of our industry and trade. These 
records show that our general economic condi¬ 
tion reached its lowest point during the month of 
February last and that today we are definitely 
above that level following a recovery which has 
been gradual but persistent and unmistakable. 

The most significant of these figures are probably 
those dealing wilh the physical volume of busi¬ 
ness, wholesale prices and employment, and I give 
here briefly the record of recovery in each case as 
shown by the reports of the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics, 

The index of our physical volume of business, 
which represents virtually the economic pulse of 
the nation, stood last February at 67.1. For 
August, the most recent month for which the 
index is available, the figure was 89.9, an im¬ 
provement of approximately 34%. 


Wholesale prices, in which even minor changes 
are highly significant, have risen over 9%, or 
from an index of 63.6 last February to one of 
69.4 in August. 

Employment, although still at a regrettably low 
level, has, nevertheless, been gaining steadily for 
the past five months. On the basis of partial 
reports from industrial employers some 116,000 
persons have been added to pay-rolls since last 
April. An estimate by the Bureau on a more 
comprehensive basis places the total increase in 
employment at 246,000 during the same period. 

Our external trade figures are equally encourag¬ 
ing. Both exports and imports have risen, with 
the former showing the more rapid increase. As 
it result, Canada had a favourable trade balance of 
over $114,000,000 in the twelve months ended 
August 31st this year. For the corresponding 
period last year the favourable balance was only 
$38,000,000, and in the two previous twelve 
months’ periods instead of favourable figures we 
had unfavourable balances of $15,000,000 and of 
$103,000,000 respectively. 

All these facts and figures I think we may quite 
safely take as sign-posts on the road to recovery. 
In our further progress, no single factor will have 
more significance than the success of our national 
loan operations. The recent 4% loan in London 
was a notable tribute to Canada’s credit stand¬ 
ing. It was immediately oversubscribed many 
times and now commands a substantial premium. 
I feel satisfied that our own people will be quick 
to perceive that the 1933 Refunding Loan in 
Canada is at once a challenge and an opportunity 
—a challenge to aid in the restoration ot business 
recovery and an opportunity to serve thereby 
their own and their country’s best interests.

JULY GRAIN TRADE 
DISAPPOINTING 


High Price Levels Had No Justifica¬ 
tion in Export Trade 


“July, the closing month of the 
crop year 1932-1933,-proved most dis¬ 
appointing from the standpoint of the 
international grain market and the 
disposition of the Canadian wheat 
surplus,” said the Board of Grain 
Commissioners, in its July report on 
movement of western grain crops. 

“Prices of all gtain soared to lev¬ 
els substantially higher than appear¬ 
ed justified by conditions, only to fall 
back by several cents per bushel so 
rapidly that it became apparent some 
remedy was necessary to bring about 
stability. 

“The world movement of wheat and 
flour during the past season totalled 
slightly less than 615,000,000 bushels 
or more than 15,000,000 below the 
lowest published estimate. Two hun¬ 
dred and ninety millions were shipped 
from North-America, 126 1-4 from 
Argentine, 154 1-4 from Australia, 
17.4 from Russia and 26 millions from 
other countries. 

“Crop prospects in Europe indicate 
an even smaller total of world import 
requirements during the season just 
opened. On the other hand, heat, 
drought and grasshoppers have ma¬ 
terially reduced crop prospects in 
North America, so that smaller crops 
are expected to far more than com¬ 
pensate for larger carryovers in Can¬ 
ada and the United States.” 


Speaking from a medical stand¬ 
point, Sir George Newman, chief med¬ 
ical officer of England, warns against 
the overdoing of the vitamin craze. 
“If a halt is not called in this indis¬ 
criminate dosing of foods with vita¬ 
mins there is a possibility of disturb¬ 
ance in the balance of nutrition which 
may have far-reaching effects and 
which it is not unreasonable to con¬ 
template with some uneasiness.”
